CORK MEN BEFORE 
TRIBUNAL

PILLIAM MULLINS and John. Fahy, 
who sara, to the Whitecross area 

; . of County Cork, were charged, before 
the Military Tribunal yesterday, with being 
members of an unlawful association; with 
cutting telegraph wires, and blocking roads 
on various dates in last August and May; 
with conspiracy to burn the house of Mr. 
Martin Corry, T.D., Glanmire, County Cork ; 
and with attempting to overawe the 
Oireachtas by the attempted burning of Mr. 
Corry’s house. 
The two men pleaded “' not guilty ” to all 
the charges. 
Mr, Black, K.C., who, with Mr. P. J. 
McEnery (instructed by Mr. John S. 
O'Connor, solicitor to the Attorney-General), 
prosecuted, said that the activities of the 
accused men in cutting telegraph wires had 
cost the State a large sum of money. He 
submitted that the only object in attempting 
to burn Deputy Corry’s house was to bring 
pressure on the deputy; to terrorise him, 
with a view to influencing his actions as a 
 apipevenst of the people. 
n a statement made to the Guards Mullins 
had described himself as captain of the Carrig- 
navar Company of the Cronin section of the 
Blue Shirts, while Fahy had described him 
self as a staff-officer of the O’Duffy section. 
These two men, belonging to different sections, 
had come together with the object of burning 
the house of a deputy, of whose political 
opinions they did not approve. 


“AN IMPOSSIBLE JOB” 
Superintendent John 8. Flynn (Blarney) 


gave evidence concerning the cutting of tele- | 


graph wires and telegraph poles in his area. 
He interviewed Mullins, who made a state- 
ment, in which he said that Fahy and he had 
cut trees and telephone poles by means of a 
small cross-cut in August last and in May of 
this year. 

Cross-examined by Mr. M. O'Driscoll, who 
defended, the witness said that there had been 
no mention, during conversations with the 
accused men, of the length of sentence that 
were likely to be imposed by the Tribunal. 

Superintendent O'Driscoll (Cove) said that 
he took a statement from Fahy. The ac- 
cused man said that he was a member of the 
O'Duffy section of the League of Youth. On 
May 1 he met Mullins near the house of Dr. 
Cagney. He had been in Cork that day, and 
he asked Mullins was there any strange 
news, and he replied that Martin Corry was 
to be burned out, and that both of them 
were expected to do it. Fahy asked where 
the instructions had come from, and Mullins 
said that it was all the same. Fahy said 
that it was an impossible job, and he did 
not approve of it—that their fight was 
against the present Government, and not 
against individuals. He then said that Corry 
would not care if his place was burned out, 
as it was a ramshackle old place. and he 
would be compensated Mullins said that he 
did not see the use of it either. 


PAYMENT OF ANNUITIES 


They met about an hour afterwards, and 
sroceeded to the house of Mr. Manly, and 
had a conversation with him. Manly ad- 
vised them to go home, and refused to give 
his car Mullins told Manly that 
Murphy’s and O’Gorman’s houses were to be 
burned—the latter because Mr. O’Gorman, 
who was a County Councillor, had paid his 
annuities. On leaving Manly’s he (Fahy) re- 
turned home. 

The witness said that he also took a state- 
ment from Mullins, in which he said that he 
had received instructions to burn Corry’s 
house, but was told not to carry arms and 
to make sure that there was no loss of life. 
He would not say who had given these in- 


his organisation. The burning 
had been ordered as a protest against the 
collection of the land annuities. 


DOCTOR'S EVIDENCE 


Dr. Patrick Cagney,: Whitecross, said that 
Mullins told him that he had a job to do, 
and that it was to burn Corry’s house. The 
witness said that that was.a serious tiling 
to do, and that Mullins should consult some- 
one on the matter. Mullins was terribly 
agitated over the matter. 

The President—Did you ever feel at any 
time that it was your duty to report the 
matter to the Guards ?—No. 

A Member of the Court—When Mullins 
left you were you under the impression that 
he was going to carry out the order ?—No. 

Detective-Sergeant James Conroy said that 
Mullins took him to the place where he had 
left the petrol When asked where he had 
got it Mullins stated that he had stolen it. 

The Court adiourned until 11 a.m. to-day.

Mr. Heron said that people were sometimes 
misled into thinking that, 
their wages, civil servants had a mysterious 
source of income under the cost of living 
bonus. The truth of the matter was that the 


Writing assistants had 
an inclusive starting income of 26s. 5d. per 
week, rising eventually to a little over 5Qs. ; 
shorthand typists started at 37s. 3d. and rose 
o 58s. 1d., while writing clerks,.men of 
mature years, mostly with families, started 
at 49s. 8d., and eventually reached 63s. 1d. 
per week, ‘These rates were much lower than 
those paid by the larger private employers, 
and Civil Service work was much more diffi- 
cult. 

It was an interesting comment upon Mr. 
Lemass’s present apparent anxiety to elimin- 
ate the sweating of women in industry to note 
that, whereas the ratio of writing assistants— 
all female employés—in the British Service 
was one in. four to clerical officers in the 
Irish Free State, it was one in two-and-a- 


the principle of equal pay for equal work was 
by reducing unmarried clerical officers to the 
women’s rate, not by bringing the women up 
to the men’s rate. 

Full-time secretaries of Civil Service trade 
unions were not allowed to meet the employers 
on their members’ behalf. In that way 


had been won for all other workers. 

Mr. Heron went on to say that on every 
occasion when his Association had made a 
demand upon the Government they had been 
referred to the Civil Service Representative 
Council, This was a body which was now 
boycotted by all sections of the Civil Service, 
because it had no powers. It could reach no 
decisions, and, unlike any other body of em- 
ployers’ representatives and workers’ repre- 
sentatives, it could make no agreements. 
Miss M. O’Connor, Vice-President of the 
Association, seconded the resolution. 

Mr. W. P. Greene, Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion, supporting,-said that the trade union 
movement must first compel the Government 
to recognise the trade union which catered for 
these Civil Service grades, and to negotiate 
with its officials. The rest would follow. 


ONE-DAY STRIKE 
Mr. P. Quinn, I.N.T.O., said that teachers 
were under the same ban as civil servants in 
regard to strike action, but they had over- 
come their difficulties. They would never 
make progress 'except a strike, or something 
epproaching a strike, was undertaken. 
He suggested that they should endeavour to 
have one union for the whole of the Service. 
They could then have a one-day strike for the 
purpose of signing a declaration that if they 
were not listened to they would: strike in 
earnest. It might not be called a strike. 
They might, for instance, all decide to take 
leave on the one day, and at the same time 
tell the public why they were taking this 
action.

) had received a large increase in wages.

Under the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions Bill the 
wives and families of these men would get 
more if the bread-winner was dead. The 
average wage for the manipulative workers 
in the Post Office was 39s. per week, and it 
took fourteen years for some men to reach it. 
Miss McDowell. Irish Women Workers’ 
Union, supported the resolution. She warned 
the delegates that under the Conditions of 
Emvloyment Bi} the method used by the 
Minister for Finance towards the Civil Service 
wonld be adopted by the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce towards all workers. Men 
would be levelled down to women’s rates of 
pav when they got the women’s jobs.

of compulsion, whose rigours will surpass 
anything in Soviet Russia, he cannot 
expect to turn the farmers from the com- 
paratively easy, and once profitable, busi- 
ness of cattle-rearing ; for there is virtually 
no other means by which the small farmer 
can make a living in our country. In the 
present circumstances, an external market 
is essential, and the only external market 
that really possesses value for the Free 
State is Great Britain. Now that market 
is closed—or is opened, to repeat the 
image, only to the beast that has a bounty 
tied to its tail—and it is a poor consola- 
tion to the farmer that he can obtain 
razor-blades, electric lamps and sock- 
suspenders of Irish, instead of English, 
manufacture. In answer, President de 
Valera can point out with a measure of 
truth that he has inaugurated a system of 
relief which excels in generosity anything 
hitherto known in Ireland, and that it wil] 
tide the ruined farmer over his period of 
distress. Unhappily for President de 
Valera—if happily for the nation’s moral 
—the farmer does not want charity from 
the State or anybody else; he wants the 
right to work, and to live on the fruit of 
his labours. That right is denied him 
to-day. The Free State’s economy is 
nothing more than a gigantic transference 
of money from the people who still have 
any to the people who no longer have any ; 
and the process cannot continue in- 
definitely. The question is whether the 
national purse or the national moral will 
be the first to suffer.

lrish Culture 


Not everybody will agree with the con- 
clusions reached by Mrs. James McNeill 
in her broadcast last night on Irish 
culture ; they are, perhaps, too liberal for 
a country that tends to seek extremes. In 
particular, she was courageous enough to 
attack the accepted ideal of the Gaelic 
State on several of its more outstanding 
points, and to plead for a less uncom- 
promising view of Irish nationalism. To 
many cther people besides Mrs. McNeill 
if must seem that shi! 
nationalism demands a complete isolation 
from the rest of the world, and that its 
ideal State would be one in which we 
should all ‘‘ give ourselves up, like 
Buddha, to the eternal contemplation ol 
ourselves.” Every day provides a new 
example of this attitude, and almost every 
branch of Irish life. Our politicians aim 
at complete economic self-sufficiency, our 
educational policy aims at a time when 
Gaelic shall be the only language of the 
people, the Gaelic Athletic Association 
denounces ‘‘ foreign games,’’ and peopie 
in quite responsible positions, warning us 
of the dangers that may come from abroad 
in the shape of books and newspapers, ask 
if Irish things should not be good enough 
for Irish people. It seems to be agreed 
that Ireland cannot save her soul unless 
she protects herself from every. outside 
influence, but Mrs. McNeill’s broadcast is 
a reminder that one should not attempt 
to set bounds to a nation’s culture in this 
manner. It is a healthy sign that people 
should be determined to keep to 
their own distinctive way of life in 
face of modern forces which 
tending to reduce all the countries 
of the world to a dull uniformity. That 
determination, however, is foolish if it 
assumes that the world must be shut out 
altogether, and no nation ever has grown 
to vigorous life by the hermit-like methods 
that Ireland is trying to employ. The 
Book of Kells, with its Byzantine motifs, 
is a symbol of national culture growing 
in the only wise way-—keeping its own 
characteristics, but not afraid to assimilate 
the culture of other nations. Mrs. 
McNeill’s plea for a broader basis to Irish 
culture would be sound even if Ireland 
were entirely Gaelic, but her argument 
can be carried beyond the point to which 
she brought it. Cultural cxtremists, in 
their plans to make Ireland 
“hundred “per cent.” Gaelic State, are 
attempting not only to keep out foreign 
influences, but to expel influences that 
already form a natural part of Irish life. 
The rights and wrongs of Ireland's con- 
nection with England have nothing to do 
with the fact that the connection existed 
for seven hundred years, and to contend 
that medern Irish life owes nothing to 
Anglo-Saxon influence is to close one’s eyes 
to realities. The conception of a purely 
Gaelic State is not only illogical, but 
impossible of achievement, though at the 
moment the man who pleads for anything 
else runs the risk of being denounced as

Making Friends 


The news that a deputation from the 
British Legion of Ex-Service Men is about 
to visit Germany will be received with 
much satisfaction throughout the Com- 
monwealth. ‘‘ We fought them in the 
Great War,’’ said the Prince of Wales 
yesterday, “ and now have forgotten all 
about that.’’ If the British ex-Service 
men go to Germany in that spirit, nothing 
but good can result. General von Encker- 
vort, a vice-president of the German War 
Veterans’ Association, already has wel- 
comed the proposal that the British Legion 
should visit Berlin, and declares that the 
Prince’s speech expresses the feelings of 
the German as well as of the British ex- 
Service men. The men who fought and 
suffered in the war have no desire to 
repeat their experiences. Neither in Ger- 
many nor in England have they any 
sympathy with the loud-mouthed war- 
mongers, most of whom probably never 
heard a shot fired in anger; and we are 
sure that, if the conduct of Anglo-German 
relations were left to the ex-Service men 
in both countries, the condition of affairs 
would be infinitely more satisfactory than 
it is to-day. From the Irish point of view 
there is something tragic about the 
rapprochement between British and Ger- 
man veterans, Hundreds of thousands of 
our people fought in the war, not against 
the British, but side by side with them

Chemists and Druggists 


Recent instructions issued to the Civic 
Guards are causing a certain amount of 
uneasiness among chemists and druggists 
in the Free State. The authorities have 
decided that there is not enough super- 
vision in regard to the Pharmacy Acts, 
and that the small number of Guards 
detailed for the work must be strengthened. 
In the future, it will become part of the 
duty of every Civic Guard to see that the 
regulations are kept. “The chemists’ shops 
will be under as close a supervision as 
the public-houses, and it will be possible 
for any Civic Guard to enter them at any 
time, in order to inspect the poisons’ 
register and to ensure that the persons in 
charge are properly qualified. If these 
Surprise visits prove that the regulations 
are not being kept, the owner of the shop 
can be prosecuted and fined. Naturally, 
the chemists are a little concerned at the 
prospect of being under almost constant 
observation, and one of their greatest 
difficulties may be to ensure that the men 
who are left in charge will have the proper 
qualifications, It is stated that at present 
there is a shortage of qualified assistants, 
and that many chemists, especially in the 
small provincial towns, will not be able 
to obtain them for any great length of 
time. We can sympathise with their point 
of view; but, if the shortage really is 
pronounced, it provides one of the strongest 
arguments for closer supervision. Among 
the duties of a chemist is the sale of drugs 
and poisons. It is absolutely essential that 
the people who dispense these drugs can 
be sure that they are correctly made up, 
and that they do not get into the wrong 
hands. The public, therefore, has a right 
to ask that every chemist’s assistant shall 
be properly qualified, and the new xegula- 
tions must be’ welcomed if they will help 
to gain this end. Too much ‘ red tape ”

LETTER TO DROGHEDA 
HARBOUR BOARD |

DROGHEDA, Tuesday. 
At a meeting of the Drogheda Harbour 
Board to-day, Alderman L. J. Walsh, 


‘Mayor of Drogheda, presiding, a letter 


from Carsten Pedersen, for F. L. Smith 
and Co., Ltd., 28 Upper Pembroke street, 
Dublin, in connection with a proposed 
cement factory for Drogheda, was read. 

The letter stated: ‘‘ l# connection with 
the proposed cement factory, we beg to 
apply for a six months’ option of the per- 
mission to—(1) Build and use a wharf at 
the River Boyne, as indicated on the 
drawing enclosed ; (2) use any land or any 
part of the Marsh road, and the river, 
from the present dyke across the marsh 
up to a line 2,000 feet east of the dyke; 
(5) use the present dyke as support for a 
railway track connecting the factory with 
the wharf. : 

“ Further, we apply for the Harbour 
Board’s consent to dredge the river to full 
depth up to the front wall of the future 
wharf, and so far east and west of same 
as to permit ordinary 2,000 tons steamers 
to berth at the wharf—this dredging to be 
done out of expenses for us.” 

The drawing indicated the erection of a 
factory on tlre east side of the Great 
Northern Railway station on the south 
bank of the Boyne. From here it is pro- 
posed to run a railway track across a 
dyke to a wharf proposed to be erected 
practically opposite Donor’s Green. 

The application was discussed in Com- 
mittee, when it was decided that a deputa- 
tion interview the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce immediately regarding the 
lease‘of the Marsh or the Sloblands. 

After the interview the matter would 
again be considered. 


MR. J. F. CULLINAN 


DISTINGUISHED VISITOR 
TO DUBLIN | 
The visit of Mr. J. F. Cullinan to Dublin 


this week was welcomed by his many friends 
One of the most distinguished Irishmen in 
the United States, Mr. Cullinan has been 
a great friend to Ireland, ever ready to give 
his financial support to any Irish movement 
that was not contentious, political or 
transitory. 

Mr. Cullinan, who comes from Texas, is 
the founder of the town of Houston, Texas, 
and made it a port on the Gulf of Mexico. 
President of the Galena Oil Company, from 
which he retired recently, his interests and 
sympathies have been wide and generous. 
Since his retirement he built the largest 
hospital for negro operatives in the world. 

Originally associated with Sir Horace 
Plunkett in foun ling the /rish Statesman, he 
contributed £26,000 to finance the journal. 
From his private estates come the largest 
grape-fruit known in any country. The fruit 
is of a pink colour, and almost as large as 
a football. Were it not for our trade pact 
with Spain, we might see them on our Dublin 
market. JTriends in Dublin were delighted 
to see Mr. Cullinan looking so invigorated 
and with all his old energy, for he had a 
terrible experience since his last visit in 
the tragic death of his wife in a motor 
accident, in which he was also injured. 

Mr. Cullinan’s two great Irish friends 
are Dr. MacLaverty, of Merrion square, and 
Judge Campbell, of New York. Judge 
Campbell was for thirty years Judge in the 
Philippines, and, were it not for the un- 
expected death of Mr. Theodore Roosevelt.

London's Smoke Pal] 


The smoke pall which generally over- 
hangs London has some curious effects, 
and towards the end of April, 1934, during 


temperature observations were recorded. 
In the South-Eastern districts the ther- 
mometer fell little below freezing point, 
but in Northern and North-Western dis- 
tricts readings fell to the region of 25 
degrees Fahrenheit. These stranze col- 
trasts were repeated on three successive 
nights, and observation showed that there 
were no peculiar cloud formations fo 
account for the warmer conditions in the 
South-East. It was found that the higher 
temperatures were caused by a South- 
Kastward draught of London’s smoke pa!! 
producing an artificial covering which pre 
vented excessive radiation of heat into 
space. Experiments carried out at an 
égricultural research station showed tha! 
a layer of smoke approximately three [ect 
thick, suspended in the atmosphere at 4 
height of from 10ft. to 15ft. above ground 
level, prevented damage being caused by 
low temperatures at the earth's suriace. 
Rubbish fires lighted on ground to be pre 
tected from the frost caused the driftins 
smoke to form a curtain of safety.

FRENCH ATTITUDE 


EX-SERVICE MEN 
RESERVED 


From Revuter’s (ORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Prince of Wales’s proposal that a 
visit might be paid by British ex-Service 
men to Germany is published without 
comment in the French Press, and the 
French ex-Service mens organisations 
maintain an attitude of complete reserve. 

The leading French Ex-Service Men’s 
Confederation referred Reuter to the Inter- 
Allied Federation of Ex-Service Men, and 
declined to make any comment themselves. 
The Secretary-General of the latter 
organisation confined himself to saying 
that the British section was perfectly 
entitled to take any action it wished, but 
he refused to express any further opinion.

PRISONER ON GUARDS’ 
CONCEALED GUNS

OHN FITZSIMONS, McGuinness 
J square, Dublin, a cabman, and Thomas 
McGuiattan, Kenny’s Cottages, off James’s 
street, Dublin, a printer's helper, again 
appeared before the Military Tribunal 
yesterday, charged with membership of an 
unlawfu) association, and with assaulting, 
resisting and wilfully obstructing Guard 
Joseph Egan. 

_ Fitzsimons was also charged with shoot- 
ing at Guard Egan on the night of May 
11 last, with intent to murder him, or do 
him grievous bodily harm; with refusing 
to account for his movements ; with having 


cases, one instructional Mills bomb, one 
egg bomb and 32 necks for bombs. 

McGrattan was charged separately 
with aiding and abetting in the shooting 
of Guard (now Sergeant) Egan, and with 
refusing to give an account of his move- 
ments. 

On last Friday, when the case had com- 
menced, the accused men had refused to 
plead, and had stated that, as they were 
soldiers of the Irish Republican Army, 
they did not recognise the Court. On the 
direction of the President of the Court 
pleas of “ not guilty ” had been entered 
on their behalf. 


ABANDONED BICYCLE 


Yesterday Detective Sergeant Henry 
MacNamara,-: a finger-print expert, gave 
evidence of examining the bicycle, found at 
the scene of the shooting, the ownership 
of which had been traced to Fitzsimons. 

According to his investigations, he could 
say definitely that the marks on the bicycle 
were those made by Fitzsimons. When he 
was taking Fitzsimons’s finger-prints at 
the Bridewell the latter had resisted 
violently, and had to be held by four or 
five detectives 

Guard James Craven said that he 
searched McGrattan’s home in the early 
morning of May 12th. He discovered in 
a pianoforte a ' Sam Brown ”' belt and an 
ammunition belt. He arrested McGrattan 
and took him to Lad lane station, where he 
found in his possession a paper containing 
the message:— - | 

To McG—You will parade your section 
até the training fields, Crumlin, on 
Sunday, 5th inst., at 11.30 a.m. sharp.— 
Signed, Mc. 7, No. 9A, 3rd Batt., 3/5/’35.’’ 


GUARDS’ INFORMANT 


McGrattan asked

On being recalled, Station Sergeant 
Farrell, in reply to Fitzsimons, said that 
the arrest had been made on the informa- 
tion of his (the accused man’s) associate, 
Thomas Murphy, who had been sentenced 
already in connection with the shooting. 

During the evidence Fitzsimons said 
several times: “' The case is a frame-up.’’ 

Sergeant William Cuddihy (College 
station) gave evidence that Fitzsimons did 
not hold a certificate for the possession of 
firearms. 


PRISONER’S REFUSAL 


Thomas Murphy, who already has been 
sentenced in connection with the case, 
was then placed in the witness-box. When 
asked to take the oath, he said: ‘‘ As a 
member of the Irish Republican Army, I 
refuse to. give evidence against these 
men.”’ 

The accused men clapped their hands, 
and one said: ‘‘ That is the stuff to give 
them,” while the other said: “ They tried 
to make an informer of you and they 
couldn’t.”’ 

Murphy having been removed from the 
box, the Court gave a direction in the case 
of McGrattan on all charges, except that 
of refusing to answer questions put to him 
by the Guards. . 
Fitzsimons then made a statement from 
the dock. In the course of it he said that 
he wished to protest against what he 
dleseribed as the ‘‘ dirty ” action of the 
police in producing two books relating to 
Communism, and attributing them to 
him. 


'  GONCEALED GUNS 


The books had not been found in ‘his 
possession; he never took responsibility 
for them, and would like to ask the police 
why they had not. produced anti-Com- 
munistic books. He was not a Communist. 
He was a Catholic, and. he hoped, a good 
one 

Kfforts had been made to implicate 
McGrattan and himself in the shooting of 
the Guard, but the efforts had failed, as 
also had the effort to make Murphy an 
informer. The police had wanted a 
victim, and they were the victims. Thev 
were proud to be the victims. 

If the Government of the twenty-six 
counties persisted in allowing uniformed 
men to run round with concealed guns; 
they can only put up with the conse- 
quences 

““We did not come here to seek justice, 
and I only wish to goodness I was as good 
a man as the man who had the gun, or 
could shoot as well as he.” 


THE SENTENCES 


The Court found Fitzsimons guilty on 
all charges, and sentenced him to ten 
years’ imprisonment. McGrattan was 
found guilty of refusing to give informa- 
tion to the Guards, and was sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment. 

Murphy was found guilty of contempt of 
Court, and sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment, to run concurrently with the 
two years to which he already had been

“The only way they could end the 
economic war,’’ said Mr. J. Dillon, T.D., 
at Tuam to-day, ‘‘ was by having a self- 
governing country of thirty-two counties 
to take its position in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations with South Africa, New 
Zealand, Australia and Canada, where 
they. would have a guarantee of freedom 
and prosperity for their people.’’ General 
Hertzog, who took up arms against the 
British: twenty years ago, went back 
recently after attending a conference in 
London, and told the people of South 
Africa that they were a free and more 
independent country within the Common- 
wealth than they could ever be outside it. 
The entire prosperity ‘of this country rests 
upon the live stock trade of the country, 
| and, therefore, they wanted to get the 
British market back on the most advan- 
tageous terms they could. England 
imported £300,000,000 worth of agricul- 
tural products, and Ireland only sold them 
£15,000,000 worth ; yet Mr. de Valera said 
the British market was gone. If Dr. Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture, thinks this 
country has a surfeit of live stock he is 
mad, They had to get the live stock 
industry back to a paying basis, which, 
far from reducing employment on the land, 
will increase it. The fact was that the 
Fianna Fail Government had made 
fortunes for the Danish, New Zealand and 
Australian farmers. 

‘If Mr. de Valera goes over to London 
now to settle the economic war he will 
have all the help Fine Gael can give him, 
and it he does not do that let him get out, 
and Fine Gael will settle it.” 

He (Mr. Dillon) believed that England 
will not claim their right to the annuities, 
although they have a right to them; but 
when they are told this country cannot 
afford to pay, just as England herself told 
America she could not pay the war debt, 
England would be reasonable and forgive 
the debt to this country. 


CATTLE-SHOOTING 


Mr. Dillon referred to the report of the 
shooting of a farmer’s cattle in County 
Cork. ‘‘ If any man went into his neigh- 
bour’s land and shot his cattle,’’ said Mr. 
Dillon, “ it is a crime and a damnation 
for the culprit. Since the days of Sergeant 
Sheridan that kind of thing has not hap- 
pened in this country, and it should not 
happen.” He did not know, and had no 
reason to believe, who did that crime, but 
whoever did it had committed a crime not 
only against his neighbour, not only 
against his God, but against the country 
to which they all belonged, and if it was a 
farmer who did it—and God forbid it was— 
was it not an awful comment on the 
Government that they could have reduced 
decent, respectable men to such a sense of 
hatred and violence that they should go in 
and do a thing of that kind? Farmers are 
decent, hard-working men, and could they 
imagine any ‘one of them going in and 
shooting his neighbour’s cattle? '“ We 
hate to see a man robbed of his cattle and 
the bailiffs taking them out, and how much 
ought it to go to the heart of any farmer 
to see good cattle shot down on his neigh- 
‘bour’s land? Please God, it wasn’t the 
farmers or the farmers’ sons. 
was some evilly-disposed person who 
wanted to create the impression that it was 
a farmer who did it. hoever did do it 
| should be made amenable. to the law, and 


be made clearly to understand that, where- 
ever we have political differences in this 
country, that kind of- blackguardism 
would not be tolerated by any section of 
the people.

Fhe Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says: A forty-hour week convention would 
be interpreted in two ways—here. as a 
great step in social reform, as well as a 
possible means of reducing unemployment, 
and elsewhere as a means of reducing 
unemployment without increasing labour 
costs. Inequality of application in respect 
of wages—where conventions are impotent 
—would destroy the value of such an 
international’ compact and defeat its 
ostensible purpose. It -would impose a 
handicap on the high-wage countries 
injurious to their international trade, 
and tend to transfer trade and employ- 
ment to the low-wage countries. Even if 
it were possible to reduce hours of work 
and maintain the weekly rates of wages 
in all countries, the convention would 
still produce unequal results, to the dis- 
advantage of the high-wage countries. A 
reduction of working time from forty- 
eight hours to forty hours will require an 
increase of wage rates by one-fifth if the 
economic position of the individua! worker 
was not to be impaired. A fifth of a 
high wage is more than the fifth of a low 
wage, and by so much would the competi- 
tive power of the high-wage country be 
prejudiced. 

The result, therefore, in the countries 
with the highest standards of employ- 
ment might be more unemployment, not 
less, Indeed, it is not proved that world 
unemployment would be decreased by a 
reduction of the working week in manu- 
facturing industries and transport. If 
more workers were employed, but the 
total of wages paid was no greater, 
then purch*esing power would be dis- 
tributed in a different manner, but not 
increased. Moreover, because of the ces- 
sation ot unemployment relief payments, 
the aggregate purchasing power of the 
wage-earning class might be expected to 
fall; and because of the reduction of 
earnings of men now in regular employ- 
ment a larger proportion of their wages 
would have to be spent on bare necessi- 
ties, to the detriment of the trades satis- 
fying their other wants. On the other 
hand, if high rates were increased, then 
the cost of manufactured articles would 
also be increased, and there would be a 
widening of the gap between the prices of 
manufactured and agricultural products. 
which is one sign of the dislocation of 
trade. i 
It would be extremely hazardous for this 
country to endorse the policy of the forty- 
hour conventions. They are not all that 
they seem, and are not trustworthy. The 
best thing that the International Labour 
Conference can do—having accepted the 
principle of a shorter working week—is to 
order a scientific inquiry into the applica- 
tion of the principle. To act without ade 
quate knowledge is foolish, and can only 
result in disillnsionment and failure.

MR. LAVERY’S REPLY TO 
MINISTER 
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Mr. Lavery. K.C., speaking at Blanchards.

MAN WHO BROKE JAIL

ON HUNGER STRIKE 
IN DUNDALK 


From Our CorresPonpeENT. 
DUNDALK, Tuesday. 

John McKenna, the young Dublin man, who 
created a sensation eighteen months ago by 
breaking out of Portlaoighaise Convict Prison 
and remaining at large for five weeks, despite 
the most intensive man-hunt by Civic Guards 
and Northern Ireland police, is to-day in 
Anne Street Barracks, Dundalk, and on 
hunger strike. 

McKenna, while serving three years’ 
sentence in Portlaoighaise on charges of 
larceny, broke jail on December 5th, 1933. For 
five weeks there was continued an extra- 
ordinary man-hunt for McKenna, who 
apparently succeeded in getting eighty miles 
away from the prison. On both sides of the 
border the two police forces were searching 
for him: Eventually on New Year’s Night, 
in 1934, he was surprised in a shed on the 
northern side of the border by Royal Ulster 
Constabulary. A _ fight ensued before 
McKenna was captured. He was brought to 
Armagh, and at the Assizes there was 
sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment 
for assaulting the police who tried to capture 
him. Since then McKenna had been in 
Belfast. Prison. Last night: he was released 
and escorted towards the Free State.

S the title of a talk given by Mrs. 

James McNeill, which was broad- 

cast from the Dublin, Athlone and Cork 
stations last evening. 

Mrs. McNeill said that it was not an 


“good day,” should have said, in. Irish, 
‘‘ God and Mary to you.” The Irish people, 
having embraced the faith of “St. Patrick, 
wove into it the stuff of their daily lives. 
Though they might busy themselves about 
the things of this world with as much energy 
and passion as human beings in any other 
place, the spiritual motive it was that shaped 
them. This pre-occupation with the super- 
natural down the centuries has left a definite 
mark on the people, and the qualities that 
made us in the past were definitely bound up 
with it. 

‘It is impossible to imagine & wholly 
materialistic Ireland, and, I believe,” said 
Mrs. McNeill, “- that, though we may feel 
the shocks of materialism in the future, 
whether in the guise of Communism or in any 
other form, the deeply-rooted faith of the 
Irish people will persist, and will shape our 
future as it has shaped our past.” 


DISTINCTIVE MARKS 


It was interesting that so friendly a greet- 
ing as that which she had mentioned should 
be so rich in content and should tell us so 
much of the character of our forefathers.

The most casual glance bac’: at our history 
showed that in our greatest period of intel- 
lectual and artistic activity we could assimi- 
late foreign influences and foreign culture 
without impairing the distinctiveness of our 
own creations. 

In the sixth and seventh ‘centuries the 
ardent spirit of the people sent missionary 
streams into Britain, Gaul. Western Ger- 
many, Italy, and to farthest Iceland. In the 
twelfth century the Irish monks bore the 
torch of learning to great centres like. Ratis- 
bon, Nuremberg, Vienaa, and many other 
centres. The Irish played their part in 
Europe, as Europe «played her part in our 
lives and in our arts. 

“In the great art of illumination, which 
reached its highest expression in the Book 
of Kells, how much there is of Byzantinism, 
for instance, to mention only one foreign 
influence. In all cases the Irish artists built 
on the foundation of the native art, but were 
able to add from what was good outside it.

“To-day we have a new world, as well as 
an old one, to conquer. What a fascinating 
vision is offered by this great past of ours! 
Shall our new Gaelic culture be worthy of its 
great forerunner? Can we not be inspired 
and stimulated by it, so that we may grow 
and develop according to the conditions of 
our time, even as the saints and scholars 
grew and developed in joyous freedom 
according to the conditions of theirs?

FINAL RESOLUTIONS

The Library Conference, which began on 
Saturday last, in University College, Dublin, 
concluded yesterday with a general meeting 
of the Library Association of Ireland. One 
of the largest audiences of the Conference took 
part in the proceedings, which were presided 
over by Dr. Howley, Galway, Vice-President 
of the Association. There was a general dis- 
cussion of the Conference proceedings, and 
various resolutions were discussed and 
carried. 

A resolution requesting the Government to 
set up at an early date a committee to inquire 
into the library provision throughout the 
State was proposed by Mr. Carberry, Cork. 
After an animated discussion, in which many 
members, including Mr. Gay, Miss Keogh, 
Mr. Maguire, Mr. Cronin and Mr. Murphy 
took part, the resolution ‘was passed unani- 
mously. 

Arising from the consideration of Mr. Mac 
Giolla Phadraig’s paper, “ An Leabharlann 
agus an tAos Og,” it was decided, on a 
resolution moved. by Father Brown, to 
circulate an abbreviated copy of the paper 
among the Legion of Mary and other similar 
societies, with a view to having the present 
widespread circulation of undesirable period- 
cals restricted. 

Miss R. Walsh, Dublin, proposed that the 

Library Association of Ireland become a 
member of the International Federation of 
Libraries, and the proposal was adopted. 
e Miss MacNevin, Meath, moved, and it was 
resolved, that the meeting recommend that 
the Executive Board of the L.A.I. examine 
the Censorship Act with a view to having it 
amended and improved. 

Mr. F. Murphy, Waterford, proposed that 
the Library Association recommends to local 
authorities an incremental scale of salaries for 
county librarians of an initial £300, rising by 
£20 to £500, and that the scale be made re- 
trospective It was stated that the present 
salaries of county librarians, which do not 
curry cost-of-living bonus, are disproportionate 
to the important duties carried out by the 
librarians. The resolution was passed. 

Proposals in regard to the venue of next 
year's Conference were referred to the Execu- 
tive Board for consideration.

The final stages of the meeting were 
occupied with the passing of unanimously 
accorded votes of thanks to Dr. Coffey, Presi- 
dent, University College; Mr. Sean T. 
O'Kelly, Minister for Local Government; the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin; Colonel Mitchell, 
Carnegie Trust; to local authorities, the 
‘Dublin Press, and to all others who had so 
heartily co-operated with the Library Associa- 
tion in making the Conference a success. A 
special vote of thanks at the end of the meet- 
ing to Dr. Howley, who had been untiring in 
his efforts on behalf of the Conference, was 
passed with acclamation.
